TO INCORPORATE THE TEXAS TRADING. 
MINING AND EMIGRATING COMPANY. 


Sec. 1. Be it enacted, by the Senate And House, of Rep¬ 
resentatives, of the Republic of Texas, in Congress assembled, 
That George W. Bonnell, Alexander McDonald, John C. Wat- 
ous and Edwin Morehouse, of Texas, and Jonathan Iki^« 
lind Arthur Ikin, of London, be constituted a body dttfporat<\ 
md politic, under the name and style of the “Texas Trading, \ 
Mining and Emigrating Company,” to be governed by the rules. 1 
hereinafter mentioned, aijd such By-Laws as the! Company I 
may pass, not inconsistent'with the Constitution and Laws of I 
this Republic; and under this ■'title, may transfer their rights / 
by succession or assignment, and shall be persons in Law capa-7 
ble of suing and being sued, pleading and being impleaded/ 
answering and being answtred unto, defending and being de¬ 
fended, in all courts and places whatsoever, and'that they and 
their successors, may have a common seal, and may change 
and alter the same at pleasure; and also, that they by the same 
name and style, shall be in law capable of holding, purchasing 
and conveying any estate, real, personal or mixed, for the use. 
of said Corporation, and doing and performing all things which 
are necessary and common for companies of a similar nature to 
do, not contrary to the provisions of this Charter, nor the Con¬ 
stitution and Laws of this Republic. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, thaC the said Company may 
have the right to purchase Lands and settle emigrants upon the 
same, or of selling it for the use of the Corporation 1 ; and that 
they may have the power to erect all necessary buildings for 
the Corporation, and to introduce goods on such terms as Con¬ 
gress may, from time to time, establish by law, and to open and 
work mines upon such terms as other eitizens. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That the Capital stock of 
said Company, shall be five hundred thousand Dollars, to be 
divided into five thousand shares, of one hundred Dollars 
ear 1 '. 





Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That the business of said 
Company, shall be conducted by a board of five Directors, a 
majority of whom shall constitute a quorum, to do and perform 
all the business necessary to the successful: operation of said 
Company. A majority of said Directors, shall appoint a Pre¬ 
sident from, their own number, and fill such.vacancies as may 
from time to time occur from death, resignation, or otherwise. 
The term and services of said President and Directors, to be 
regulated by tl e By-Laws of said Corporation. 

Sec. 5. Be it iurthcr enacted, That the Company may have 
the right of establishing trading.houses, and carry on a trade 
with tl?e',Mt$sic*ii£ or Indians; provided that they introduce 
no contraband article r.’tJuJjMfo any other thing which is pro¬ 
hibited by the Constitution and Laws of this Republic. .

hundred troops for (he purpose of establishing and protecting 
* trading-In. uses ; provided that said troops shall be 'commanded 
by officers whdhuve taken the ^tli of allegiance to the Repub¬ 
lic of Texas, and be governed ihe Laws and regulations for 
the goyeriynent of her op i? troops, 
v Sec. 7'. Be it, farther enacted, That should the aforesaid 
troops he cajkd’ into the service o: - the Republic, they shall re¬ 
ceive tha» sa**e pay and’: emoluments as other troops of like 
grade receive, in tru? service of the Republic. 

Sec.. 8.^ Be it furth'w;. enacted, That this act shall continue 
in force 'for twenty year$<.from and ofter its passage.

•session, and approved the thiru day of February, in the year 
>of our Lord, one thousand eiglt hundred and foriy-five, to open 
the subscription books of the Texas Trading, Mining and Emi¬ 
grating Company—now therefore—Know all men by these 
presents, that I, Edwin Morehouse, do, by the authority in me 
vested by the foregoing recited or referred enactments, open 
the said books at the Town of Washington, in the county of 
Washington and Republic of Texas, on this day, to-wit: the

of the said six months.—Then in tliat case the said President 
and Directors are hereby empowered and authorized to declare 
void and null, any share or parts of shares that wilt amount to 
the sum due and required, computing as aforesaid each share at 
one hundred dollars, or parts of shares in the same proportion, 
that are so declared null and void.
